band of Mrs. Hall, and brother-in- 
law of the other defendants. 
The navy expert was called after 
a photographer had testified that 
he made enlarged photographs of 
the print on the calling card and 
of the left index finger of the de­ 
fendant. State fingerprint experts 
had testified that the prints on the 
card were those, of Willie Stevens. 
Taylor was examined by Alex­ 
ander Sipson, special 
prosecutor, 
as to his qualifications as an ex­ 
pert, with an 
improvised 
easel

graphs of the two fingerprints. 
The witness was asked if he had 
examined the fingerprints and r e / 
plied in the affirmative.

Arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Frendies Crull, Cap­ 
tain Marson was held in default of 
$5,000 bond while Mrs. Burch was 
released on her own recognizance 
and subject to call by the govern­ 
ment as a material witness. 
Defiant of the opinion of society 
both Mrs. Burch and Captain Mas­

FALL AND DOHENY 
ARE FACING TRIAL 


Government 
Begins 
The Unfolding of 
Its Evidence 


WASHINGTON, Not. 28^-(AP) 
Before a jury that remains under 
guard until it 
reaches a verdict, 
the Federal government today be­ 
gan to unfold the evidence upon 
which it hopes to convict Albert 
B. Fall and Edward L. Doheny of 
criminal conspiracy in 
expoita- 
tion of the nation’s oil resources. 
Owen J. Roberts of Philadelphia 
opened for the government with a 
review of the negotiations that led 
up to the leasing of the Elk Hill 
oil reserve to the Doheny interests 
while Fall was secretary of the 
Interior. 
He contended that the $100,000 
sent by the Doheny to Fall in a 
little black satchel w a#a part of 
the conspiracy charged against the 
defendant. 
As during the examination of 
prospective jurymen yesterday the 
former Interior secretary and the 
oil magnate friends for many years 
and once prospectors together in 
the west, sat together and listened 
intently to every word. 
The $100,000 sent in a little black 
satchel to Albert B. Fall by Ed­ 
ward Doheny in 1921 immediately 
became the focus of attention for 
both prosecution and defense to­ 
day as the trial of the two men on 
a conspiracy charge passed thru 
its preliminary stages. 
Befpre the first 
witness 
was 
called, the jury heard attorneys on 
both sides describe in detail their 
conceptions of the significance of 
the cash payment that passed from 
the oil magnate to »the interior 
secretary. 
The government, through spe­ 
cial prosecutor Owen J. Roberts, 
described the $100,000 as an in- 
tregal part of the conspiracy al­ 
leged in the indictment with a di­ 
rect relation to the arrangement 
by which Doheny was awarded the 
Elk Hill oil reserve lease. 
Frank J. Hogan, speaking for 
the defense, said it was nothing 
but an advance made by Doheny 
to his old friend, who happened to 
be a member of the cabinet, to aid 
him in financial difficulties. 
Re­ 
plying to prosecution charges of 
secrecy in formulation of the gov­ 
ernment policy, which led up to 
the lease, Hogan declared some of 
the 
documents 
relating to con­ 
struction of oil storage tanks at 
Honolulu had been kept confiden­ 
tial because of certain questions 
with Japan, then under discussion.
